W a s h in g to n , December 22d.—At their re­ 
spective adjournments this afternoon Dtither 
house of Congress had a quorum of members 
in attendance, and the evening trains carried 
off scores of other Congressmen in haste to 
enjoy their holidays at home. 
THE PACIFIC COAST DELEGATION. 
Senator Booth leaves Washington to-mor­ 
row for New York City on a visit of pleasure 
but will return in time to make his customary 
calls at the national capital on New Year’s. 
Senator Farley will remain here for the pres­ 
ent, but talks of running over to the metrop­ 
olis for a few dayB during the recess. 
Page 
spends Christmas at his father’s house in Al­ 
bion, N. Y. Pacheco will join his family in 
New York City day after to-morrow, and 
Berry is planning a trip to Alabama during 
the recess to visit old friends there and bene­ 
fit his health by a change of climate. Horace 
Davis intends to remain in Washington 
throughout the reces3 with his family. 
BELIEF OF SETTLERS. 
The Senate to-day, at the instance of 
Booth, took up aud promptly passed the bill 
which was pasBed by the House of Repre­ 
sentatives on the 9th instant, and telegraphed 
in full in these dispatches that evening, for 
the relief of settlers on restored railroad 
lands. It now goes to the President for his 
approval. 
It will enable settlers who, at the 
time of the restoration, may not be entitled 
to acquire under the homestead pre-emption 
or timber culture acts, to purchase ICO acres 
each at 82 50 per acre. The passage of this 
measure has greatly disappointed numbers oí 
owners of scrip, which, if its enactment 
could have been prevented or delayed for a 
short time longer, would have been located 
on a large amount of valuable land in Wash­ 
ington Territory, recently restored on the 
former line of the Northern Pacific Railroad. 
Delegate Brents originally introduced the 
bill. 
* 
THE WEAVER-SPARKS BOW. 
There is much comment and considerable 
disappointment in many quarters that Con­ 
gressmen Sparks and Weaver were allowed 
to escape the infliction of a formal censure 
and the Speaker’s customary reprimand by a 
vote which dropped all proceedings agair.st 
them as soon as they offered to the House a 
simple apology. The explanation of this 
leniency may be found, however, in the con­ 
sciousness of a large number of members 
that they themselves were in no small degree 
responsible for the disgraceful scene of yes­ 
terday, by reason of having tacitly encour­ 
aged or actively whetted the heated and 
wholly irrelevant controversy between Sparks 
and W eaver, which would undoubtedly have 
stopped short of its violent culmination had 
not so many friends ef the two participants 
promoted and stimulated its continuance. 
THE NEXT HOUSE. 
Edward McPherson, Secretary of the Re­ 
publican Congressionaal Committee and Clerk 
of the House of Representatives, and proba­ 
bly the best informed man in Washington as 
to the make up of the next House, to-day fig­ 
ures it out as follows : Republicans 148, reg­ 
ular Democrats 135, ReadjuBter Democrats 
2, Greenbackers 8. Total, 293. In the esti­ 
mate of 148 Republicans McPherson counts 
one from New Hampshire yet to be elected 
to succeed Farr (Republican), deceased, 
although the district is very close and 
the result somewhat doubtful. 
He says, 
however, that the Republicans will ncx 
need to rely upon the J48 votes thus figured 
upoD, which are only one more than a quo­ 
rum and three majority over all, because at 
least five of the eight Greenbackers are cer­ 
tain to vote with the Republicans in organiz­ 
ing the House and on ordinary political 
questions. 
These five are Smith of Brook­ 
lyn, who has proclaimed himself a Republi­ 
can, and Ford, Rice, Burroughs and Hazel- 
tine of Missouri. McPherson says the list is 
now well defined, and he is entirely confident 
that the foregoing estimate will be found 
correct. 
GENERAL ORD. 
W a s h in g to n , 
December 22d.—General 
Ord, lately retired, is here, and thinks he 
was sacrificed to make a place for General 
Sherman’s nephew, although the fact is that 
Sherman opposed retiring him. 
Ord expects 
to go to Mexico and engage in some business, 
for which he has had several offers. 
COUNTING THE ELECTORAL VOTE. 
Senator Edmunds’ remark at the close of 
Senator Morgan’s speech against allowing 
the President to count the electoral vote to­ 
day caused considerable comment. Edmunds 
is known never to speak lightly or without 
reflection. 
His dogmatic assertion, there­ 
fore, has set the Democrats to thinking. 
He 
declares 
that 
when 
the 
time 
comes 
to 
count the 
electoral 
vote it would 
be counted, whether the 
House should 
participate or not, and if. as all believed, it 
should be found that Garfield and Arthur had 
teen lawfully elected, they would be so de­ 
clared. The question raised is, Suppose the 
House refuses to meet with the Senate, or 
ask the Senate to meet with them, and the 
President of the Senate declares Garfield and 
A rthur President and Vice-President? While 
they will undoubtedly be so de facto, there 
will be one immemorial precedent that has 
not been observed, declaration will not ap­ 
pear upon the records of th6 House, and the 
next Congress cannot amend the records of 
its predecessor. 
PROPOSED 
AMENDMENT OF 
THE 
NATIONAL 
. 
BANKING LAW. 
WASHINGTON, December 2-2 d —Bayard in­ 
troduced a bill to day to amend the national 
banking law. 
It is proposed to amend Sec­ 
tion 5171 of the Revised Statutes so that 
any banking association making the required 
deposits of bonds shall be entitled to receive 
circulating notes equal to, but not to exceed, 
ninety per centum of the par value of the 
bonds'deposited, and that at no time shall 
the total amount of circulating notes so 
issued exceed the amount actually paid in of 
its capital stock. 
It is also proposed to re­ 
peal Section 5170 of the Revised Statutes, 
which provides that a banking association or- 
fanized subsequent to July 12, 1870. shall 
ave a circulation in excess of $500,000. 
ELECTORAL VOTES RECEIVED. 
W a s h in g to n , December 22d. — W . 
P. 
Bently of St. Louis, Mo., and Theodore 
Oglesby of Athens. Ga., special messengers 
of the Electoral Colleges of those States, 
delivered their electoral votes to Vice-Presi­ 
dent Wheeler to-day.

Senate. 
Washixotox, December 22d.—Booth, from the 
Committee on Public Lands, reported favorably on 
the House bill for the relief of settlers on restored 
r ilroad lands, and it passed. 
Booth introduced a bill to incorporate the Mari­ 
time Canal Company of Nicaragua. 
Referred to 
the Committre on Commerce. 
Edmunds objected that there was no quorum, 
but Morgan’s resolution was taken up delating the 
President of the Senate not constitutionally author­ 
ized to count the Electoral votes, so ae to determine 
what votes shall be received and counted and what 
rejected. 
Morgan made a long speech. 
The electoral count resolution was not acted 
upon. 
The Senate, in executive session, refused to re­ 
consider yesterday’s vote confirming Woods. 
After executive session a number of private hills 
were |.*assed. 
Adjourned until .January 5th. 


H o u se. 
Washington, December 22d.-A f.er prayer by the 
Chaplain, the S]*eaker, as is usual, directed the 
Clerk to read the journal of yesterday, whereu()on 
Bowman roee to a question of privilege, relative to 
the disgraceful proceedings which bad occurred in 
the House yesterday. 
The Speaker said that the Cha:r would prefer that 
the gentleman should wait until the journal should 
have been read. 
Bowman (Republican) said it was on that point he 
wished the Speaker to tule, 
A rule of the House 


stated that members should not be held to answer, 
nor be subject to the censure of the House for a y- 
thing aald in debate, if further debate or business 
had intervened. 
He desired to know whether the 
reading of the journal coaid be construed as such 
intervening business as would shut off further pro­ 
ceedings by the nousc for gross violation of its dig­ 
nity? 
• 
The S|>eakcr said the reading of the journal 
would take from the House none of its privileges. 
Immediately after reading the journal, McLane, 
a3 a questiort affecting the dignity of tho House, 
called attention to the scene of disorder which took 
place on the ñ xvr yesterday, and which he charac­ 
terized as offensive, derogatory and discreditable to 
the House as a parliamentary body. He called upon 
both the offending members, before any other busi- 
nets was entered into, to relieve themselves of that 
offense by an ample apology*. 
No response having been made by cither member 
immediately concerned, Bowman rose to present 
what he called a substantive proposition. He spoke 
ol the scenes of yesterday as a crime aod as an in­ 
sult offered to the House, to Congress and to the 
country. There was not, lie said, a man present 
who did not yesterday hang his head in shame and 
did not regard that scene as a personal disgrace; 
and all over the country and the world, men were 
reading this morning of a pot-house brawl, gam- 
bling-liouse quarrel and a fight with fiats (only pre­ 
vented by force), that took piaca yesterday. 
Harris of Virginia suggested that perhaps both 
the offending members were now willing to make 
an apology, and if so, they ought to have au oppor­ 
tunity at once. 
Haskell suggested that other members had been 
guiltv of conduct equally w orthy of censure. 
McLaac insisted on his question of privilege, and 
offered a resolution requiring the two offending 
members to apologize to the House. In the course 
of McLine’s remarks he recognized the fact that 
most of the members present yesterday were partly 
responsible for the scene. 
To that remark F. Wood of New* 7ork took excep­ 
tion, and said he had interfered in the discussion 
yesterday, and endeavored to confine it to the fund- 
mg bill. 
He also characteriz d the scene as the 
most shameful exhibition that ever had taken place 
on the floor. 
McLane, without concluding his remarks, said he 
would yield to the gentleman from Iowa (Weaver) 
if he were now willing to mako an apology. 
Haskell of Kansas objected to that proceeding 
and declared that, in his opinion, the House should 
rather make an apology to the country than (having 
suffere 1 adjournment to take place yesterday with­ 
out action) try to cest from its own shoulders the 
obloquy that belonged there, and single out mem­ 
bers as scapegoats for its own Bins. 
Bowman again took the floor and quoted the re­ 
mark of Wood as to the character of yesterday's in­ 
cident, adding that if two of tho funding mombers 
had been two boys fighting on a sidewalk, they 
would have spent a night in the Tombs and be 
brought before the Police Court in the morning. 
Ho felt that the House should now take action that 
would be a warning. 
He would therefore offer a 
resolution for oxpulsiou—a 
punishment which 
would only be commensurate with the offense. 
After further discussion ill the Bamc vein, and 
after reading an extract from the Congrcsrional 
Record covering the question of the offenso, Bow­ 
man’s resolution was read, declaring that for a gross 
breach of the privileges of the rules and decorum 
of the House the two members be expelled. 
Brown moved, as a substitute, that a special com­ 
mittee of three be appointed to report without delay 
what proceedings should be taken by tho House. 
Reagan and Converse indicated some slight errors 
in the report of the Congremional Record 
Blount suggested that McLane’s resolution he 
modified so that the twq members be “ permitted ” 
instead of ‘‘ required’’ to make an apology.

N ew 
Y o rk , Decmbar 22d. — Inspector 
Byrnes and detectives arrested this afternoon 
on bench warrants Michael P. Caffe, Laurent 
Deforsa and- Charles 
W yant, 
President, 
Treasurer and Secretary of the Mutual Stock 
Operating Company, recently supplanted by 
the Guaranty and Income Company at No. 
42 Broadway. They are charged with ob­ 
taining money on false pretenses, and have 
been indicted by the Grand Jury. 
The his­ 
tory of the swindling operations of the Mu­ 
tual Stock Operating Company extends over 
the entire year, in which time probably as 
many as 200 persons have been robbed bv it 
of sums ranging from $5 to more than 81,000. 
The efforts of the Stock Exchange have 
brought about the final exposure. The plan 
upon which the swindle was organized was 
neither ingenious nor plausible, but none the 
leas successful. 
In November, 1879, the firm 
organized the Mutual Stock Operating Com­ 
pany, electing themselves. The capital was 
at first S105.000, but was gradually raised to 
half a million. 
The par value of the shares 
was S5. 
The circulars and advertisements 
that were scattered everywhere set forth that 
the company possessed a key by which its 
managers were enabled to foretell with cer­ 
tainty the upward ar.d downward movements 
of all Btocks, and thus were enabled to invest 
the company’s capital to great advantage 
The purchase and sale of stocks was repre­ 
sented as made in the Stock Exchange 
through brokers employed by the company. 
This part of the programme was, however, 
omitted, while the sale of shares went briskly 
on and grew until it became necessary to in­ 
crease the capital. 
New and Spceily Method o f Redress. 
C hicago, December 22d.—For some weeks 
past articles which it is claimed are malicious 
and libelous have been appearing in the 
New York Dramatic Ncvs, attacking the 
private and personal, as well as tho public 
character of David HendersoD, dramatic 
critic of the Chicago Tribune. These articles 
have become so frequent and so flagrant that 
Henderson consulted an attorney, and found 
that any association which aided in spreading 
them was liable to action for spreading a 
libel. 
Henderson therefore notified John R.

A Terrible Talc o f Shipwreck* 
Q uebec, December 22d.—Part of the crew 
of the bark Bristolian wrecked at Auticos’i 
on the 22d ult., arrived last night, told a tale 
of most fearful hardships. 
Soon after the 
pilot left at^Bic, bad weather tet in, with 
rain, snow and sleet, accompanied by terrible 
gales. 
This lasted until the evening of the 
22d, when tho vessel had become a complete 
wreck. 
The ropes were frozen in blocks, and 
the sails would not bend, so the ship became 
unmanageable. 
A fearful gale was blowing 
from the northwest, when about 9:30 P. M. the 
vessel struck. 
Prior to this, geauiau Thomas 
Smith, aged 19, had been washed overboard 
and lost 
As soon as the vessel struck, 
the rest of the crew made themselves fast 
to the rigging. 
They were wet through 
and benumbed 
with 
the 
cold. 
There 
was no fire on board, 
and 
no means 
of 
making 
one, 
the 
vessel 
having 
bad her decks swept. About H r . M. the 
vessel’s stern began to break up, and the men 
with difficulty managed to take up a position 
in the forward part »f the ship, where they 
stowed themselves in their wet clothes, ex­ 
posed to the terrors of the night. 
During 
the interval J . Evan of Carnavan, aged 22, a 
Scotchman, and D. McQuillen, a lad of 15, 
were frozen to death. 
Almost ail the rest of 
the crew were more or less fro3t-bitten. 
When daybreak appeared, it waa found that 
the vessel waa two miles from land. The 
weather was still rough and intensely cold. 
At 11 o’clock they set about launching the 
only boat they Lad. 
They were success­ 
ful, but unfortunately the boat filled with 
water. 
They, however, managed to get in, 
and they bailed out the boat as they rowed 
ashore.

THE LAST S ill 
FRANCISCO 
MURDER. 


Another hideous murder has been com­ 
m itted in San Francisco; the twenty- 
seventh in fifteen months, according to 
the Chronicle. 
The same journal explains 
this rapid extension of the murder roll by 
stating that not one of the previous 
tw enty-six m urderers has been adequately 
punished. 
In this last ease a poor old 
lodging-house keeper nearly seventy years 
of age was found strangled in her own 
room. 
The police are said to have suspi­ 
cions, if cot clues. 
They have one man 
under arrest. 
But the community surely 
can have little interest in the discovery of 
the assassin, seeing that it he should be 
found he will in all human probability go 
unpunished. 
Practically, as we pointed 
out recently, the crime of murder has been 
abolished in San Francisco. 
Homicide has 
become j a r lesa dangerous than pocket- 
picking, and the utm ost encouragement is 
held out to intending murderers. 
The 
ruffian Wheeler, who deliberately stran­ 
gled his sister-in-law, has already devel­ 
oped the usual plea cf insanity, and it 
would be unreasonable to suppose that he 
will have less success with it than his pre 
decessors have enjoyed. 
The truth is that 
no man's or womanb life is safe to-dav in 
th at community if it happens to be worth 
any one's while to kill them. 
This is not 
a pleasant state of affairs, but it is the 
•direct result cf public apathy and neglect 
of duty, and there are no present indica 
tions of a change for the better. 


NICARAGUA AND 
PANAMA. 


I t is evident that the Nicaragua Canal 
scheme is a serious one, and that its pro­ 
jectors intend to push it. 
It is also highly 
probable that it will meet with more favor 
in this country than the project of M 
Les3eps, and for various reasons, none of 
which are w ithout weight. 
In the first 
place the reports of the most trustw orthy 
engineers have been favorable to the Nica­ 
ragua route, and unfavorable to the Panana 
route. 
They assert th at the proposal to 
carry the flood waters of the Chagres river, 
in the scheme of M. Lesseps, is quite im­ 
practicable, since the torrents of that re­ 
gion will sweep away his strongest works. 
They say that the Nicaragua Canal will be 
only a few miles longer than the Panama 
route, excluding the Nicaraguan lake, and 
th at on the other hand it wiil shorten the 
voyage between the Atlantic and the Pa­ 
cific much more than its rival. 
It is fur­ 
ther objected th at the engineer's estimates 
for the Panama canal are three times the 
amount of the stock asked for, and more 
than three times the estimated cost of the 
Nicaragua Canal. 
These and other con­ 
siderations will doubtless give the Nica­ 
ragua scheme the preference, not to mention 
the fact that General G rant is about to 
take the Presidency of the company. 
Ev­ 
idently, therefore, a fierce competition 
between the projects is to be expected, and 
we shall not bo surprised if M. Lesseps 
gains the more success in Europe, and 
Gcneral|¡Grant here. 


THE 
“ ALTA” DEAL. 


The last stock deal in San Francisco, 
th a t in “ A lta,” was 
a rather 
worse 
swindle than usual. 
It ruined several 
hundreds or thousands of gulls, and the 
customary ring enriched themselves. And 
now some of those who were “ cinched ” 
are trying to get up a movement of investi­ 
gation, and are denouncing the operators 
of the deal very savagely. 
As most of the 
complainants appear to be brokers them­ 
selves, it is open to doubt w hether their 
indignation is at all disinterested, or indic­ 
ative of a higher moral code than the 
successful rogues practice. 
In these cases 
it Í9 generally found that the men who are 
bitten expected to bite somebody else, but 
were not quite sharp enough. 
If the agi­ 
tators against the “ A lta ” managers bad 
had the opportunity to play the same game 
on the public, we are very much disposed 
to believe that they wonld have done so 
w ithout any hesitation. 
I t is the public 
who have reason to complain, but even the 
public deserve no sym pathy, for they have 
had enough experience of these swindles 
to leave them alone. 


THE GREEKBACKESS IN CONGRESS. 


During the House debate on the refund­ 
ing bill which was enlivened by the extra­ 
ordinary 
scene 
between H eaver 
and 
Sparks, it was developed th at the Greeu- 
baekers intend to filibuster in every possi­ 
ble way in order to prevent the passage of 
the bill. 
The financial ignorance of these 
members is compensated in some way by 
the possession of a phenomenal im pu­ 
dence, and though they are fanaticallj a t­ 
tached to ideas which any school-boy should 
be a.hamed to hold, they do not hesitate to 
m ike the moat injurious charges against all 
who differ from them. 
One of these per­ 
sons accused Fernando W ood of being a 
mere agent of the “ bank ring,” on the 
floor of the House. 
This kind of chame 
is however characteristic of the tribe. 
They seem to think th at accusing others 
of interested motives is a convincing way 
of vindicating their own ridiculous theo­ 
ries. 
Their object in opposing the re­ 
funding bill 
is 
perfectly 
clear. 
They 
wish to bring 
forward the wonderful 
scheme for meeting the bonds which ma­ 
ture next year by paying away all the 
coin in the Treasury. 
This innatic plan 
they are pleased to regard as an inspired 
device for saving interest to the country. 
They jnggle with figures the significance 
of which is more Hebrew to them , and 
when they conclude a farrago of nonsense 
by a demagogical pretense of being for the 
People (with a capital P), and against the 
‘ bsDk-ring” and the bondholders, they 
think they have demonstrated their case. 
They are of the unfortunate class for whom 
history has been w ritten in vain. 
The 
teachings of experience have no meaning 
for them. 
Unable to discriminate between 
authorities and quacks, W eaver is just as 
trustw orthy a guide for them as Mill or 
Ilicardo or Sumner or Smith.

in

an 
argument. 
Not 
knowing 
what 
money 
is, 
or 
what 
credit 
is, 
it

The fact th at when the gold is in the 
treasury the people are content to let it 
lie there, Beems to them to indicate th at if 
the gold was all removed the people would 
s ill accept the paper at gold par. 
They 
cannot understand that it is the converti­ 
bility of the paper which makes it equal in 
value to gold, and th at if this convertibility 
was destroyed the paper would instantly 
sink in value. 
Their mental defect is an 
absolute 
inability 
to reason logically. 
They cannot draw the correct conclusions 
from any premises. 
The fact th at the 
measures they propose have been tried 
repeatedly, and always w ith the same 
disastrous 
results, 
does 
not 
signify 
anything to them. 
They fortify them ­ 
selves in their absurdities by invent­ 
ing reasons 
which have 
no basis 
in 
fact. 
They assert th at there is something 
about credit in the United States alto­ 
gether different from credit anywhere else. 
They pretend that though it lias never 
been found possible to maintain paper at 
an equality with gold, unless the gold was 
there to redeem it, yet such a thing may 
in some mysterious way be accomplished 
in this country. 
Of such vague and in­ 
substantial character are their theories and 
arguments, yet to hear them talk it might 
be supposed th at they alone knew any­ 
thing about financial science, and th at all 
the rest of the world were the bliud 
thralls of “ W all Street” and

‘ bank rings.’ 


The folly and impudence of these peo­ 
ple, however, become serious offenses when 
they undertake to prevent the refunding 
of the public debt in order to air their stu­ 
pidity and perverseness. They are only mis­ 
chievous to themselves and to the few weak 
minds that listen to them, so long as they 
coniine themselves to talking. 
But when 
they interfere in Congress to hinder th at 
body from making necessary provisions for 
the discharge of the national obligations, 
and for the reduction of the rate of inter­ 
est on those obligations, they become public 
nuisances. 
Their so called “ measures” 
are unw orthy of serious consideration. 
They all resolve themselves into attempts, 
more or less disguised, to break down 
specie payments and to plunge the country 
into 
the 
slough 
of 
depreciation and 
inflation. 
All their talk about saving in­ 
terest by the method they propose is un­ 
m itigated bosh. No interest can possibly be 
saved by payiDg out the reserve of coin in 
the treasury. 
Such a step would be much 
more likely to entail national bankruptcy. 
W hen 
the 
Greenbackers say 
th at a 
hundred millions, or any other sum, is 
“ available ” for the discharge of the bonds 
maturing 
next year, 
they 
u tter 
a 
notorious and stupid falsehood. 
There is 
not a single dollar in the treasury available 
for any such purpose. 
On the contrary, 
the immense coinage of silver during the 
past year has so reduced the gold reserve 
that it is even now much smaller than it 
ought to be. 
The Greenbackers and the 
Silver idiots together are working for the 
abolition 
of 
the 
gold 
standard 
in 
the country, and Congress by its drifting 
policy is helping the silver question to be­ 
come dangerous. 
It is time these Green­ 
backers.were sat down upon firmly by the 
intelligent member? of Congress. 
They 
must not be perm itted to retard th e busi­ 
ness of the country by their imbecile prop­ 
ositions. 
Wood's refunding bill, or some 
refunding bill, drawn upon enlightened 
financial principles, must be passed as soon 
as possible after the holidays, and the 
country must be delivered from all further 
talk abont dissipating the coin reserves in 
the Treasury to please the obstinate and 
incapable charletans who are posturing in 
the role of opponents of “ bank-riDgs ” 
and “ syndicates” and so forth. 


THE SCENE IN THE HOUSE. 


The scene in the House between W eaver 
and Sparks was disgraceful, but it seems 
clear enough that the latter provoked it, 
and his language and manner were emi­ 
nently calculated to induce a breach of the 
peace. 
His -attack upon W eaver was 
grossly insulting, and while W eaver ap­ 
pears to hsve kept ' -s tem per almost to 
the end, his oppout at seems to have en­ 
deavored studiously to exasperate him. The 
maimer in which the contestants acted 
when the lie had passed between them was 
curious. 
Instead of drawing pistols or 
knives, as might have seemed most prob­ 
able, they began to pull off their coats as 
they advanced toward one another, and 
were evidently preparing foran honest round 
of fisticuffs. 
This method of settling dis­ 
putes, though locally unseemly because of 
the character of tbo arena, must be allowed 
to begTeatly preferable to the more common 
fashion of 
shooting or 
cutting. 
The 
deliberation of the members, however, 
irresistibly reminds one of the celebrated 
scene in Pickwick, where Mr. W inkle, 
after solemnly announcing th at he was 
“ going to begin,” prepared to divest him­ 
self of his coat so slowly and carefully th at 
ample opportunity was afforded the bystand­ 
ers to check his pugnacious manifestations. 
It is noteworthy that in the present instance 
neither of the combatants had succeeded in 


getting his coat off before he was pinioned 
by bis friends, and thus the deliberation 
of the affair contributed to its harmless 
ending in quite a satisfactory way. 
Of 
course the House was greatly aggrieved at 
w hat had occurred, and so a solemn repre- 
mand was administered to the offenders, 
and after they had both apologized they 
were forgiven, though one stern member 
wanted to have them expelled. 
I t was not 
a creditable episode, but most people will 
agree th at the conduct- and language of 
Mr. Sparks were intolerable, and that 
General W eaver could hardly have sub­ 
m itted quietly to the epithets applied to 
him. 


THE McSARRAHAN CLAIM. 


LAND LEAGUE MEETING. 


The majority report of the House Com­ 
mittee on the McGarrahan claim appears 
to be just. It is certainly time that an end 
was made to this vexatious suit, and per­ 
haps it is equally necessary that a decision 
should be reached as to w hether the Su­ 
preme Court is in fact the Court of last re­ 
sort. 
T hat tribunal has passed upon the 
McGarrahan case, and has finally rejected 
the suit of the claimant, upon w hat it re­ 
gards as good and sufficient grounds.

BLED TO 
DEATH.

The Story of th e leag u e, from th e Irish 
Side of th e Question, Concisely 
Told by th e Speaker. 


Drink and Despondency Cause a Man to 
Kill Himself. 


[San Francisco Alta, December 22d.) 
Nehemiah J. Owen, a native of New 
York, aged 54 years, committed suicide at 
his residence, Ne. 935 Howard street, some 
time last evening.. The deceased roomed 
with a youDg man named Fairbanks. Yes­ 
terday morning Fairbanks accompanied the 
deceased to the Pacific Pottery Yard, No. 
1047 M arket street, where Owen was em­ 
ployed as a clerk. 
They parted there, and 
at 5 o’clock yesterday afternoon Fairbanks 
returned to their room, when he found the 
door locked and the key on the inside. 
After knocking Eeveral times and receiving 
no response, he went to the Pacific Pottery 
Yard and informed C. I). Clarke, the man­ 
ager, of the matter. 
They returned to ­ 
gether to the room, and, on finding the 
door still locked, and being unable to ob­ 
tain any response to their summons for ad­ 
mission, they went to Sixth street and 
informed officer Peyser of the affair. 
The 
officer accompanied them back to the house, 
and, securing a ladder, he placed it against 
the side of the house and entered through 
the window. The deceased was found in a 
sitting position on the floor, his back rest- 
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gash on the left arm, between the elbow 
and shoulder, severing the artery, showed 
how t ’ne deceased had died. 
A crockery 
basin filled w ith biood stood near the body, 
and an open, blood-stained razor was found 
lying on a stand at the head of the bed. 
The deceased must have bled terribly, for 
blood was scattered over the entire apart­ 
ment. 
Owen was a married man, and 
leaves a family residing in Freestone, So­ 
noma county. 
He had been drinking of 
late, and a few days ago his employers no­ 
tified him th at his place would be taken 
from him on the first of the new year. This 
caused Owen to become very despondent, 
and he frequently threatened to commit 
suicide in order to end his troubles. .H e 
was a member of Harmony Lodge, No. 9, 
A. O. U. W . 
The body was taken to the 
Morgue. 


INFERNAL MACHINES, 


The following is from the San Francisco 
Bulletin of December :20th : 
A week ago last Saturday Frank H ay­ 
ward, living in this city, received a box by­ 
Wells, Fargo & Co.’s express from Ala­ 
meda. 
The receipt of the box was unex­ 
pected, »nd desiring to see w hat it con­ 
tained, he opened the lid. 
Before it had 
been thrown back fully Mr. Hayward was 
startled to hear a sharp click in the box, 
followed by an explosion. 
Examination of 
t ’ne interior of the box disclosed the fact 
that the whole arrangement was an infernal 
machine designed to blow in pieces the per­ 
son to whom it was sent. 
The mechanism 
cf the box was rude, but complex. 
The 
explosive agent used was giant powder, of 
which there was sufficient to blow up an 
ordinary building. 
It was to have been 
exploded by means of a cap, upon which a 
hammer, acted upon by a spring, was made 
to fall when the lid was raised. 
The 
hammer acted perfectly, and the cap 
was 
exploded 
when 
Mr. 
Hayward 
opened the box, but no explosion of the 
powder followed, owing to a stoppage 
of the channel leading to it. 
A t about 
the same time a similar box was received 
by William Hayward, brother of Frank. 
This box was opened in a scientific man­ 
ner, a string being attached to the lid 
and the cover raised by Mr. Hayward 
while standing at a safe distance away. 
This box was similar to that described, 
but for some reason did not explode. The 
m atter was placed in the hands of the 
Chief of Police of this city, who was in­ 
formed that the person who sent the boxes 
was Thomas Johnson, 1918 Lincoln street, 
Oakland. 
A search w arrant was obtained 
from the Supreme Court, and 
Captain 
Lees and Detectives Coffey and Byram 
were sent over to search the house for evi­ 
dences of the attempted crime. 
The war­ 
rant was served and the house was care­ 
fully searched, but nothing was discovered 
to connect Johnson with the affair. 
The 
detectives are still working up the case, 
but are obliged to do so under the burden 
of a suit for id 0,000 damages brought by 
Johnson against the detectives engaged in 
the search. 


SSIPHENT OF 
LEPERS. 


w ith 
the 
Fourteen Celestials Afflicted 
Disease Sent Home. 
[San Francisco Examiner, December 224.J 
Yesterday at 4 o’clock the steamer Belgie 
carried to their native land fourteen Chi­ 
nese lepers. 
This step was decided upon 
some three weeks ago, but no public men­ 
tion of it was made, for fear white passen­ 
gers would not go on the steamer if it was 
known. 
Colonel F. A. Bee, Chinese Con­ 
sul, was notified of the action intended, 
and it is reported th at he instituted a thor­ 
ough search of the Chinese quarters for 
lepers. 
Only one was found, and he, with 
the thirteen at the Twenty-sixth-street 
Hospital, was taken to the dock a few mo­ 
ments before the steamer left. 
Super­ 
visors Stetson and Taylor stood on the 
gangway and handed out the passage tick­ 
ets as the lepers went on the steamer. 
A 
number of them were so far gone that they 
were barely able to walk. 
Each one of 
them is supplied with a small amount of 
money, in order that they may not be 
destitute when they reach China. 
Colonel 
Bee has telegraphed to China, and the dis­ 
eased men will be taken from the steamer 
at Hongkong to a lazar-house near Canton, 
on a tug-boat. 
The Supervisors do not be­ 
lieve th at there is a leper now in this city. 
Two cases of leprosy still remain at the 
Small-pox Hospital. 
One is a white man 
and the other a negro.

A young man of our acquaintance a 
while ago got up from his bed, dressed 
himself, went to the stable while it was 
pitch dark, harnessed a work-team of 
horses and put them into a wagon.

rank of the progressionists of the world. 
[Applause.] The Iri.-h Land League was or­ 
ganized to ameliorate the condition of an op­ 
pressed people. 
Iu 1879 it had over 100,000 
members on the island, ar.d was interesting 
land-owner and renter, rich and poor—oue 
class fearing it, the other urgirg its advance.

Then the League made its third 
appeal. 
Parnell [applause] turned to the 
Irish in America aud asked them to exteud 
the helping hand to rave anatiou. [Applause.] 
Anri under these stars and stripes—glorious 
banner, God keep it ever [applause]—the 
American people puured out their wealth and 
saved the peasantry of Ireland from starva­ 
tion and the rigors of winter, and gave them 
grain to seed the land. The harvest gathered 
in is just enough to keep them the season 
over and seed the land again, for the great 


Now the question of that people is, “ Shall 
we sell our crop products springing from the 
seed the American people gave, ar.d give all 
to the landlords, and appeal to America for

a little over 5,000,000 of population. Are 
these communists, agrarians, socialists? No! 
W ith 000,000 meu pledged only to protect the 
tiller of the soil from the rapacity of the 
landlord, you might say it shows the face of 
an insurrectionary community. 
Well, ad­ 
mit it for argument’s sake, ard say that Ire­ 
land is on the verge of au unkindled revolu­ 
tion.

LORD MOUNTMOBRIS 
Perished under almost similar circumstances. 
But there will be no more such scenes, though 
great is the aggravation, for the people have 
been taught to suffer and wait. 
[Applause.] 
So now they complain that the Irish are 
ostracizing the landlords. 
Well, haven’t 
they the right to do it? Can’t I stop in what 
hotel I like in Sacramento, or in none ? May 
I not buy of whom I please ? May I net 
refuse to speak to whom I please ? These 
poor people, a few weeks sgo, were tipping 
their hats to every Lord, and and crying, 
“ God save 
you, 
sir ;’’ 
but now Lord 
Knockemstiff or Alarquis Bag-o’wind may 
walk from shore to shore iu Ireland and nc 
man bows down in the dust to worship him. 
[Applause.] 


BOYCOTT ACQUIRED LAND. 
He became a tyrant and attempted to fleece 
the people. 
They refused to pay. 
He 
threatened eviction, and they cried “ Go 
ahead, sir ; we have the Laud League at our 
back, and will go into the Courts aud see if 
we have any rights. 
Furthermore, sir, you 
are under the ban, aud no man in Connaught 
will greet you.” 
He didn’t understand. 
Mrs. B. came 
up one 
day and said, 
“ We’ve 
no 
dinner.” 
“ Why 
not, 
m adam ?” 
“ Why, Bridget has left us.” 
“ Let Mary cook.” 
“ Mary has gone too— 
they have all left, and said they didn’t 
want their wages, but were going home.” 
“ Well, let Pat, the ostler, go to the kitchen.” 
“ Pat has gone, too.” 
“ The devil he has !” 
So Mrs. B. got the dinner herself. Then 
Boycott wanted bis mail, but no servant was 
there to bring it, and, as he tells the story 
himself, he went to the post, and no man or 
woman spoke to him, and even the postmas­ 
ter refused to greet him.

The speaker theu referred to the needs of 
the Laud League. The leaders are under 
indictment, they appeal for help. 
If Par- 
uell and Dillon am! Davilt are convicted and 
executed—which, God forbid—other leaders 
will rise up. 
It costs money to feed and 
clothe the evicted tenantry and to euable the 
League to push ou its noble work of reform, and 
it asks for help from the friends of Ireland. 
He declared the League to be composed of 
men of all faiths ; that it is not in the interest 
of the dominant religion in Ireland, but that 
the clergy and laity of all churches there are 
represented in the front ranks of the League. 
Protestant and Catholic clergymen alike 
belong to the League ; officers holding “ Her 
Majesty’s” commission belong to it, and its 
great leader, Charles Stuart Parnell, is “ the 
little Presbyterian from Wicklow.” He is 
not the best citizen who Bays, “ Because of

THE MURDER 
OF 
MISS DRELL. 


A rrest of a Lodger—Suspicious Circum­ 
stances. 


[San Francisco Bulletin, December 22J. | 
The man who was arrested by the police 
yesterday and locked up on suspicion of 
having been concerned in the murder of 
Miss Fredericks Drell, of 702 Dupont 
street, is named H enry Bays, otherwise 
known as “ Lucky.” 
He occupied a room 
separated from that of the deceased by a 
closet, through which entrance could be 
had from one room to the other. 
The 
door, leading from Miss Drell’s room to the 
closet was found locked yesterday morniDg 
when the officers arrived, the key remain­ 
ing on the inside. 
Bays is reported to be 
a gambler. 
He is said to have been indebt­ 
ed to the deceased for rent, and lately had 
been pressed to pay, which he promised to 
do every day, but a3 frequently failed to 
keep his promise. 
A short time ago Bays 
is said to have sold some jewelry for Miss 
Drell, but instead of returning the money, 
lost it in gambling. 
I’oliee officer Dowd 
arrested Bays on New Montgomery street 
at about 12 o’clock. 
Some years ago the 
deceased made her will, and gave it to 
Mr. Reichling, who was uamed as executor. 
The will was dated May 17, 1878, and iu 
it bequeathed all her property to her niece 
Dora Scherpel. 
The deceased was unmar­ 
ried, a native of Nienburg, Hanover, Ger­ 
many, and was aged about 70 years. 
A close examination which was given to 
the body of the murdered woman after it 
had been taken to the Morgue, disclosed 
evidence showing that the crime was not 
committed exactly as was at first supposed. 
The towel tied tightly about the throat is 
not now thought to have been used in 
strangling her, but only as a “ blind.” 
W hen the towel was removed it was found 
th at there were finger-marks on the neck, 
and there was also a discoloration on the 
upper lip, which js thought to have been 
produced by the hand th at was probably 
held over her mouth while the other hand 
of the murderer was clntchiDg the throat. 
The grasp of the murderer was so tight 
that it crushed the partially ossified car­ 
tilages of the larynx. 
Upon making the 
autopsy Dr. Clark, Police SurgeoD, found 
th at the thoracic aorta was ossified, show­ 
ing th at the old lady was near that stage 
when death would ensue from senility. 
Dr. Clark 
thinks th at she must have 
been between G5 and 70 years of age.

suspected murderer, 
which render the 
police confident th at he is the man who 
committed the deed. 
His room was the 
back parlor, and from it a door led into a 
small closet, from which another door 
opened into the room of deceased. 
Both 
of these doors, the police say, were found 
unlocked when the body was first discov­ 
ered. 
The door from Bays’ room into the 
hall was locked, as well as th at of the de­ 
ceased, a3 was discovered by Mr. McGib- 
bon when he tried to get into the room. 
In all of the rooms of the house except 
Bays' there were two towels. 
In his there 
was only one, which is regarded as sig­ 
nificant. 
Another suspicious circumstance 
is the fact th at Bays was in the house at 9 
o'clock on the evening previous to the dis­ 
covery of the crime. 
He was never known 
to have entered the house before 12 o’clock 
previously. 
W hen he was arrested and 
was taken to his room, where everything 
was in confusion, he did not ask w hat the 
m atter was, what the officers wanted, or 
w hat had occurred in the house. 
He said 
he had slept in the house th at night, but 
bad arisen at abont 8 o’clock and bad gone 
out to tbe sand hills.

THE BIGAMY CASE. 


C o n tin u a tio n of th e E x am in a tio n T e ste r 
d a y —T estim ony fo r Defense. 


The examination of the case of George E. 
Landes, charged with bigamy, was resumed 
before Judge Denson yesterday morning, at 
10 o’clock, in the east sesaion-room of the 
Court-house. The Court-room was crowded 
with spectators, and a great deal of interest 
was manifested in the case as it progressed. 
The first witness called was J. II. Parnell, 
Deputy County Clerk, who produced the affi­ 
davit made by defendant at the time he pro­ 
cured the license for his marriage to Emma 
Hack on the 5th day of August, 1880. He 
testified that it was the affidavit of Mr. 
Landes, and bore his signature. 
_ 
_ 
County Superintendent Charles E. Bishop 
was placed upon the stand and exhibited 
three orders from School Trustees to the Su­ 
perintendent which were countersigned by 
defendant. 
He swore to the signatures as 
those of Mr. Landes. 
Professor E. C. Atkinson of the Sacra­ 
mento Business College was called as au ex­ 
pert. 
He was shown the album of Miss 
Jennie Cowen, in which it was admitted by 
the defendant that he wrote the verse heieto- 
fore published yesterday addressed to “ Sister 
Jennie.” He was also handed the affidavit 
from the Cleik’s office and the orders from the 
School Trustees, and asked to compare them 
with the several letters which the prosecu­ 
tion presented as the letters of defendant. 
Some of these letters were written from 
Antelope to Mrs. Julia A. Finn, 
prior 
to the purported marriage, and others from 
Woodland, being those which have been 
heretofore referred to in the testimony as 
written by the defendant and addressed to 
Alice II. Townsend, but for her sister Julia, 
and in which she is addressed as “ Dear 
wife,’ 
“ My dearest Julia,” “ Dear wife 
Julia,” etc. A portion of them are signed, 
“ George,” others “ Husband,” and one is 
closed with “ Your husband. I guess you 
know who that is ?” 
After careful inspection of these and com­ 
parison with the proved signatures of Mr. 
Landes, lie testified that, in his opinion, they 
were written by the same person. 
The 
marriage certificate, given by defendant to 
Julia as evidence of their marriage, was also 
examined by wituess, and, in his opinion, was 
in the same hand-writing as all the other 
papers. 
Mary E. Townsend testified that she is 
sister of Julia A. Landes. When they and 
their other sisters were living together be­ 
tween the latter part of 1879 and August last, 
Julia kept house for them, and Landes 
frequently called to see her during that time, 
lias heard him call her “ wife.” He stopped 
there with Julia over night two nights, to her 
knowledge. 
It was before he went away in 
August this year. 
Cross examination—Supposed Mr. Landes 
called Julia “ wife” because they were mar­ 
ried and he had a right to call her so. Heard 
him call her so peveral times. She knew 
they were engaged long before they were 
mamed. He stayed with Julia the night 
before the day be married Miss Hack. W it­ 
ness was at the houBe and stayed that night and 
knew that defendant stayed with Mrs. Landes 
as her husband all night. She went into their 
room next morniDg before they were up. 
They were occupying the same sleeping apart­ 
ment. Her little niece (Mrs. Finn's little 
girl) was occupying the same bed, and Mr. 
Landes took it in his arms and laughed. 
Witness thought nothing of the occurrence 
ot their being thus together, as they were 
husband 
and wife, and 
she 
had 
no 
idsa this trouble was going to come up. 
She knew of his staying one other night 
with her all night. 
Was there when they 
went to their room, and saw him come to the 
breakfast table the next morning. 
Re-examination—Mrs. Landes’ little girl 
by her former husband is two years old. 
Her name is Iva. The name of her little 
hoy, which was born last October, is George 
Emmett Landes. 
Frank Miller was sworn as an expert. He 
examined the signatures and papers above 
named, and stated that as to the letters he 
was satisfied they were written by the same 
hand as that in the album and the signatures 
i n the affidavit and orders. 
He gave quite 
an extended statement as to the similarities 
iu the formation of the capital letters, the 
slopes 
and 
shadings 
of 
the extended 
letters 
and 
of 
the 
connecting 
lines. 
From all these he formed his conclusion. 
As to the marriage certificate purported to 
have been given by G. F. Foster, he was of 
opinion that the writing with which the 
blank was filled in wa3 all written by the 
same hand, together with the purported 
official signature and witness’ names to it. 
They may have been written by Mr. Landes, 
but he should think not, taking the wiiting in 
the alhutn as a basis. The name G. E. Landes 
looks like the same written in his rignature, 
but taken as a whole it looks more like a 
woman’s band. 
Cross examined—He believed 
signatures 
could be forged so that the forgery could not 
be detected, but it is much less difficult to 
determine as to genuineness when there is 
more writing by the same hand, as in letters. 
The letters, aibum and papers under con­ 
sideration were then placed in evidence, after 
which the counsel for the prosecution an­ 
nounced the close of their case. 
THE DEFENSE. 
The counsel for defense then moved the 
discharge of the defendant upon the ground, 
first, that if the woman calling herself Mrs. 
Landes, and prosecuting th is case, Í3 his wife, 
her testimony could not be received without 
consent of her husband, and without her tes­ 
timony there was no evidence whatever of 
the so-called m arriage; and second, that no 
crime has been committed by the defendant 
under the statule defining bigamy ; that iu 
order to come within the law upon that sub­ 
ject he must have been actually and legally 
married to another woman at the time he was 
married to Miss Hack. He produced numer­ 
ous authorities to show that such a relation 
did r.ot exist. 
The case was argued also by the counsel fcr 
prosecution, and an extended array of sec­ 
tions of the Code and authorities were cited. 
The Judge overruled the motion to dis­ 
charge, and stated that he would hear all the 
testimony there was to offer in the case, and 
then take sufficient time to fully examine the 
tes'imony and law upon the subj-ct. 
Z. L. Coy was then called for the defense, 
and testified that he kept the Telegraph Liv­ 
ery Stable in 1879, and that Mr. Landes had 
frequently got a horse and buggy there, but 
he could not remember anything about what 
cime of day he got them or come back witn 
them. 
Robert Williams, a teacher in the Brothers’ 
College, corner of K and Twelfth streets, 
testified that he knew Mr. Landes as a 
student in the Institute during the latter part 
of 1879 and the first part of 1880, but could 
not tell what hours Mr. Landes was there, as 
he was not in his class. 
S. G. Foster testified that in 1879 he was a 
Justice of the Peace at Brighton, and that he 
was the only Justice by that name in the 
county. 
He was shown the certificate of 
marriage signed G. F. Foster, and said he 
never saw it before and knew nothing about 
it. except what he had seen in the papers. 
The initials were not the same as his. 
He 
had no such marriage blanks. 
He knows the 
defendant, has for several years, and he did 
not call at his house in 1879. 
A rthur II. O’Xeiil, John F. Webster, 
George F. Shields and A. Scheld, were called 
as witnesses to show the whereabouts of Mr. 
Landes during the period it is stated in the 
testimony on the part of the prosecuri n that 
he was frequently calling in the d..y time 
at the house where Julia 
lived. They 
testified that they were students at the 
Brothers College from 
December, 1879, 
until 
the 
end 
of 
the 
term, 
in 
May last, and that Mr. Landes was a 
member of the same class during that time. 
They were expected to be there by half-past 
8 in the morning, but if not until 9 nothing 
was said. They had a noon recess from 12 
until 1, and then the class Mr. Landes was 
in got through at half-past 2. _ Mr. Landes 
did not remain to catechism, which was heard 
afterwards. Some of the students remain at 
the college during the regular hours, and 
others study at home and come there to re­ 
cite. They thought Mr. Landes was gener­ 
ally present and regular, but might have been 
absent sometimes. 
The case was then, at 5 o’clock, adjourned 
until half-past 10 this morning.

State Normal School—Agreed Case De­ 
cided. 
San J ose, December 2'2d.—The Trustees 
of the State Normal School met this after­ 
noon, with Governor Perkins a3 Chairman. 
A very important agreed case was decided 
in the Superior Court, sitting in bank, to­ 
day. 
C. G. Harrison made application for a 
writ of mandate to deterrolue the validity of 
the law assessing bank stock. The defendant 
is Tax Collector January. The application 
read nearly as follows : 
W nnaas, There exists a doubt as to the rights of 
the Tax Collector of the county of Santa Clara to 
collect SUte and county taxes levied upon shares of 
stock in the First National Gold Bank of San Jose. 
Comes therefore C. G. Harrison, one of the stock­ 
holders of said bank, and William A. January. Tax 
Collector of raid county, and agree upon the follow, 
ing facts, and respectfully submit the same to the 
honorable Court, that the rights and duties of the 
parties hereto may he judicially determined : 
First - -That the First National Bank is a corpora­ 
tion, duly organized, etc., with a capital stock of 
950,000, divided into 600 shares, etc. 
Second -That C. G. Harrison, the plaintiff, is the 
owner of 200 shares of said stock, etc. 
Third -That Williarif A. January, the defiiidaut, 
is the duly elected, qualified and acting Tax Collec­ 
tor of SanU Clara. 
Fourth—That H Fairfield, as the duly elected, 
etc., Assessor of tanta Clara county, assessed said 
200 shares of Harrison in the following manner, to 
w it: The assessable value of said stock was ascer­ 
tained by taking from the market value of the whole 
number of shares in said lunk 5,000 shares, which 
was found to he 9375,000. The value of all the 
property assessed to said hank, which was its real 
estate alone, was valued and assessed at 356,950, and 
dividing the remainder by the number of shares 
into which said capital stock is divided, to wit, 50(1 
shares. Said Harrison was then assessed on said 200 
shares 912,722. 
Fifth—1 hat there was levied for the year 1S30, for 
S ute and county purposes, a tax rate of 91 50 upon 
each 9100 of property, etc. 
Sixth—That on the 20th day of December said 
Harrison tendered to said January the sum of $11,­ 
502, that being the amount of all the State and 
county taxes for the year 1SS0, except the Ux upon 
said 200 sharps of bank stock, and said January then 
and there refused to receive the same, or any part 
thereof, until Harrison should also ]>ay the tax upon 
said shares, amounting to §190 80. 
Seventh—That there are now, and for more than 
one year last past have been, five banking institu­ 
tions in the county of Santa Clara, organized under 
the laws of the State, none of which said banks 
were assessed by said Assessor by reason cf the fact 
that under the laws of the State all the assets of 
said institutions were assessable to the institutions 
respectively, no part of the capiUl stock being in­ 
vested in United States securities, and the assess­ 
able assets of said bank being found by said As­ 
sessor to be equal in every insunce to the market 
value of the whole capital stock of the banks re­ 
spectively. 
Wherefore Harrison hereto respectfully prays that 
the difference may be judicially determined, and 
that the Court grant such relief In the premises as 
may be just and equitable. 
The case was argued for plaintiff by L. J. 
Hinds, District Attorney J. H , Campbell 
appearing for the defense. A decision was 
rendered favorable to the plaintiff.
